the alluring path which 1* flanked by 
riotous 
undergrowth 
of 
shrubs,

may see a heron" call* the attention 
of the passer-by to the long-legged 
Little Green Heron which It often 
seftn wading In the r*«4s near the 
water'i exlfe.
